OUR INDIAN TROUBLES. 

Every tiny is. bringing us nearer and nanrer 
a general collision with the unlive tribes, 
and proving !o as unmistakably the necessity 
of inuug uniting without delay u policy that 
will draw tlie Indian into closer ootiiiootion 
with the Government, and more immediately 
under il3 control. Tlie account published by 
us yestorday of tbo cruise ol the Devasta- 
tion along the western const of the Island, 
shows tho dangers into which we are, 
through ihe want of an Indian policy, rapidly 
drilling. If we aro to open up the interior, 
So penetrate the country in search ol gold, 
coal, or other mincrnls, to increase our trade 
along Ihe coast, or lo develop our fisheries, 
il is very evident our relations with the In- 
dians must be thoso of harmony nud good 
feeling. If we go on blundering as we have 
done in the past, without any system, leaving 
our inhabitants lo be murdered in the out- 
lying districts, or allowing the Indians in 
their turn to be made the victims, we shall 
most effectually close up every avctiuo to pub- 
lic or privalo enterprise beyond the settled 
districts, and deteriorate instead of increase 
the value of our public lands as well as the 
property in our towns. We ennuot on any 
ground afford lo do ihi-. The Island is small 
enough wilhoul having [lie interior and ihe 
seaboard closed up ngairisl in by a hostile 
feeling among ihe savages. Already the 
west cuasl is threatening to the Irailer and ex- 
plorer. The late expedition of H. M. S. 
Devastation has developed n state of things 
that is positively alarming, aud may, through 
an overstraining after peace on tho part of 
our authorities, produce serious hostilities. 
Tho mission on which the war vessel 
was sent was certainly one which 
embraced within its contingencies tho ne- 
cessity of using force,— as does every 
mission that aims at arresting defiant ag- 
gressors of law ; it was therefore clearly the 
duty of the authorities to see that the civil 
officers were backed up, even if force was 
necessary, in the performance of that lash 
they were engaged t i execute. Tho war 
vessel has, however returned, alter having 
subtniltod with exemplary patience lo the 
derision of Iwo hundred armed savages ; and 
so far, the arrest of the Clayot|UO* murderers 
is still an unaccomplished fact. 

It is mil difficult to perceive that the re- 
treat of civilized power irom imperfectly 
armed barbarian.- will creale it feeling, if 
not crushed. in the bud, of dangerous bravado 
nmongst the Indian tribes. Hitherto the 
gunboat was an object — indeed the only ob- 
ject— of wholesome terror. Let the Indians, 
however, feel Unit they aro safe Irom the of- 
fensive power of n vessel ol war, und we 
shall soou have an increase in those overt 
acts which aim so serious a blow at ihe 
settlement of the country. We do not doubt 
that Ihe authorities will follow the matter 
swiftly up ; fur the mischief in every imbrog 
lio with savages is delay. Belle:- lo punish 
on the spur of tho moment, even if injustice 
is done to some, thnn lo wait until every 
Indian orevery tribe is infected with u dis- 
dain or contempt for our power. We aro 
fast approaching u crisis when it will be 
either an Indian war, or a retarded colonial 
growth, and we can afTord neither. A war 
with the Indian tribes would he our hopeless 
ruin ; for we have previously shown the 
principle raid down by Ihe Imp rial g ivorn« 
inent iu regard to the expenses in all such 
cases which are to bo bori.e by ihe colonies. 
When we luok at the cost of the recent dilli. 
culty with the natives iu the neighboring 
colony — reaching it is said as high as 
8100,000— we confess we have a wholesome 
dread of any similar, or greater difficulties on 
Vancouver Island. Il is with the view to 
prevent such a catastrophe that wo would 
urge upon the Government the necessity of 
losing no timo in settling this murder cpjos- 
tion with tho Indians at Ulayoquot. Il is de 
sirable of course above all things, that not a 
hair of a red man's head should be hurt, if 
justice can be satisfied without it , but if blood 
lias lo be spilt in obtaining the murderers ol 
the ill-fated crew of the Kingfisher wo hope 
that no mistaken idea of humanity or diplo- 
macy will step iu to prevent its being shed.- 

Tho most fruitful source of all disasters as 
well as difficulties is ignorance, and if we 
were lo trace the cause of mosl quarrels with 
savugo races wc bhoul I find lhat it had been 
a misunderstanding. In this expedition after 
Indian murderer?, the lives ol Mr. Smith and 
his companions were jeopardized, by the 
foolish if not culpable observations which tho 
captain of a small cult had previously let 
fall among tho Indians al Barclay Sound, to 
the effect that men ol war were ootning round 
to kill the native tribes. This the Indians im 
plicitly believed, and were therefore bent on 
giving the whites a warm reception We 
ius lance the fact lo show now nec ssary it is 
lo have a policy that will enable Ihe natives 
to maintain, by agent or otherwise, a eon- 
uection with the Government so as lo preserve 
them from the falsehoods and chicanery of 
the white man, and I i lead tburn gradually lo 
understand that, wine- il is the datciiuinaliou 
of our authorities to see thai j isticc is dealt 
out to ttiein most rigidly it is at the same 
lime their desire thai full obedience should 
bo yielded to the law, At the opening of 
the House His Excellency made this Indian 
question ono of considerable prominence in 
his speech, bo that we have good reasons for 
hoping lhal no lime will bo losl in udopting a 
system of Indian manugumeiit lhat will re 
lieve us, once and for all, of thu outrages 
which wo are weekly publishing— now on 
the side of iho Indian and then on Ihe side of 
thu white,
